John Public is learning to hold 
his likker! 

At least, that is the conten¬ 
tion of Newport Beach city of¬ 
ficials, with announcement by 
Police Chief R. R. Hodgkinson 
that arrests for drunkenness 
there have shown a startling 
drop in the past seven months. 

"There is plenty of liquor, and 
there are more people visiting 
this area than ever before,” 
Chief Hodgkinson said today. 
"The only reason I can see for 
this amazing drop in arrests is 
the fact that people may be 
learning to drink.” 

From Jan. 1 to July 1 this 
year, Newport Beach police ar¬ 
rested 181 persons for drunken¬ 
ness or drunken driving, the 
chief said today. In 1935, dur¬ 
ing the same period, 218 arrests 


were made. In the previous 
year, 1933, the average held, 
with 217 arrests tabulated. 

Drunken driving has shown a 
corresponding drop, Chief Hodg¬ 
kinson said today. 

Visitors to the beach have 
plenty of opportunity to obtain 
anything they wish in the liquor 
line, too, which makes the huge 
drop in arrests more startling, 
it was reported. Within New¬ 
port’s city limits are listed 14 
cocktail rooms, in addition to 
liquor stores. 

Hodgkinson expressed surprise 
at the drop in the arrest figure, 
declaring that his men report 
that, although more visitors may 
be drinking while they play at 
the beach, they drink more sen¬ 
sibly and display considerable 
restraint when imbibing. 


Stressing "pres¬ 
ervation of free enterprise” as the 
basic issue of the campaign, Col.

Hamm Case Figure Ends 
Life After Hearing 
30-Year Sentence 


This year’s county tax rate will 
be 62 cents per S100 of assessed 
valuation, the lowest figure in 
modern times, and 7 cents lower 
than that of last year. This was 
assured today after supervisors 
had worked until after midnight 
to agree on a tentative budget. 

The 62-cent rate applies inside 
cities. Outside, the added road tax 
will be two cents instead of the 
four cents of last year. Super¬ 
visors said that no salary inc¬ 
reases had been allowed. 

Tabulate Figures 

While changes ordered by the 
supervisors in their night session 
had not been tabulated early this 
, afternoon for final figures, the 62- 
cent rate was based on budget 
j requests totaling $2,056,038 for 
, general county purposes, of which 
' $1,049,323.37 was to be raised by 
taxation. 

The difference is offset by a bal¬ 
ance of $223,705.63 carried over 
from last year, and by other esti¬ 
mated revenues of $783,009. 

Requested budgets of the spe¬ 
cial districts, such as harbor and 
flood control, were to make the 
total budget about $3,000,000, ac¬ 
cording to the figures submitted 
to the supervisors yesterday. 
These, however, are taxes on the 
separate districts and are not in¬ 
cluded in the general county tax. 

The actual tax levy will be from 
$15,000 to $20,000 less than that 
| of last year, it was estimated. 

No Large Revisions 

Four road districts submitted 
requests for $61,491 in expendi¬ 
tures, which were offset by a bal¬ 
ance of $43,287 carried over from 
last fiscal year, leaving only $18,- 
203 to be raised by taxation. This 
results in an estimated tax of 2 
cents for roads. 

All figures are subject to re¬ 
vision in the tabulation being pre¬ 
pared today, but supervisors said 
there were no large revisions. 

Public hearing on the proposed 
budget, to be followed by final 
adoption, is scheduled for Aug. 20. 
At that time any taxpayer may 
present objections to any item. 

To Be Printed 

The proposed tabulation will be 
printed in book form by Auditor 
W. T. Lambert and made available 
to taxpayers by about Aug. 10. 

The anticipated reduction in tax 
rate represents another in a series 
of reductions affected by the board 
of supervisors since the beginning 
of the depression. Since 1930, 
when the rate was $1.40 per $100 
of assessed valuation, the rate has 
been reduced to half.

Americans Rescued 
Ten Americans were taken from 
Palma by the American cruiser 
Quincy last night and 50 by the 
British warship Repulse. 

Before sailing last night for 
Valencia to pick up refugees from 
Madrid, the Quincy requested that 
the Exochroda stop at Palma for 
foreigners anxious to leave. 

The master of the Exochorda re¬ 
ported he left Palma with the ref¬ 
ugees at 11 a. m. (Spanish time) 
but was still close enough to the 
harbor to witness the bombard¬ 
ment of the city from the air. 

He gave no further details. 

Last available reports here said 
Palma was in the hands of rebel 
forces.

Anti-Aircraft Guns to 
Defend Santiago in 
Mimic Attack 


La Habra Heights Region 
To Be Included in New 
Conservation Move 


If you hear something buzzing 
around in the air this evening, 
don’t swat it, because it will be 
an army airplane, occupied in the 
sanguine pursuit of "bombing” 
Santiago dam. 

The “attack” is part of a tacti¬ 
cal problem which members of the 
Civilian Military Training corps 
from Fort McArthur will attempt 
to solve at the dam this evening. 
Although civilians, the men will 
be well armed, transporting an 
anti-aircraft gun and four ma¬ 
chine guns to the dam for their 
practice. 

Included in equipment, which 
was to be transported through the 
county today, are searchlights, 
guns, and other necessary war 
machines, About 170 men will be 
included in the unit, with about 
40 "enemies” to r.ttack the dam 
with bombers at some time during 
the night. 

After the maneuvering of pro¬ 
tecting the dam has been com¬ 
pleted, the fighters will take part 
in a dance at the Irvine park pa¬ 
vilion and will remain camped at 
the park until tomorrow morning, 
when they will be returned by j 
truck convoy to Fort McArthur, i

Approval of a 25,000-acre soil 
I conservation project in northern 
Orange county and Los Angeles 
county near La Habra is expected 
in the immediate future from 
Washington, D. C. 

Officials of the Soil Conserva¬ 
tion service at regional headquar¬ 
ters in Santa Paula said today 
they expected approval shortly 
for the formation of what prob¬ 
ably would be called the La Ha¬ 
bra Heights Soil Conservation 
area. 

A petition bearing signatures of 
400 property owners is before Dr. 
H. H. Bennett, chief of the 
service. 

A soil conservation association 
has been formed in the La Habra 
area to cooperate with the federal 
service and to cooperate in the 
new development when the Wash¬ 
ington office approves it. Land 
involved is mostly orchard land 
and other property which suffers 
considerably from soil erosion. 

Edwin Hart, original subdivider 
of the La Habra heights area, is 
chairman of the association. 

Headquarters for the new proj¬ 
ect probably will be at Whittier, 
with the erosion control work done 
by day labor, the Santa Paula of¬ 
fice reported.

WASHINGTON, UP )—Many vet- j 
erar.s are holding on to their bonus 
baby bonds instead of cashing 
them, leading government officials j 
to hope the securities will be re¬ 
tained for years as "nest eggs.” 

Figures published today showed 
that so far the treasury has dis¬ 
tributed $1,726,432,950 in $50 
bonds, plus about $78,000,000 in 
checks for odd amounts. 

$700,000,000 Intact 
However, the veterans have re¬ 
deemed only $ 1 , 018 , 000,000 of the 
bonds for cash. That leaves $700.- 
000,000 worth of the securities 
still in the hands of veterans. 

Under the law providing for pre¬ 
payment of the soldiers’ bonus, 
which originally was due in 1945, 
veterans may draw 3 per cent in¬ 
terest until that date if they 
choose to hold their bonds. 

The task of distributing the 
bonds, one of the biggest fiscal 
jobs in history, is almost com¬ 
pleted. Final figures will show a 
total of $1,923,00,000 going to the 
ex-soldiers in bonds or cash, offi¬ 
cials estimated. 

None to 216,201 
There are 3,518,191 persons 
eligible for the bpnus, and all but 
216,201 of these have received 
their bonds. 

Besides the amounts going to 
the veterans there are other items 
of bonus cost which will bring the 
total estimated cost to $2,491,- 
000,000. These include $507,000,- 
000 to the government life insur¬ 
ance fund, and $60,000,000 going 
to banks which loaned veterans 
money on the security of bonus 
certificates.

"We wouldn't attempt to com¬ 
pete with Germany in flags and 
dinners,” said Erik Frenchkell, 
mayor of Helsingfors, in present¬ 
ing the case of his city against the 
bid of Tokyo for the 1940 games. 

The Japanese offered a trans¬ 
portation subsidy of a million and 
a half yen (about $485,000) to 
offset costs of traveling to the Far 
East. The decision was up to the 
I. O. C. today. 

The athletes will be welcomed 
to the center of the stage Sunday, 
with America opening its defense 
of the track and field champion¬ 
ship and honors in 55 events 
against challengers from all over 
the world. 

The United States will defend 
Olympic team titles in eight 
branches: men's and women’s 
track and field, women's swim¬ 
ming, rowing, boxing, catch-as- 
catch-can wrestling, equestrian 
sports and yachting.

Farm Chief Doubts If 
Drought Will Result 
in Waste Land 

WASHINGTON, UP '—The 
theory that droughts may convert 
much of the farm belt into a desert 
is doubted by Secretary Wallace. 

Asked at a press conference 
whether he thought the area would 
become waste land, the secretary 
of agriculture smiled, shook his 
head in the negative, but added: 

"The dry years 1930, 1934 and 
1936 make you want to keep your 
mind open.” 

Laws of Chance 

Wallace indicated a hope that 
the "laws of chance” would bring | 
sufficient moisture to prevent 
droughts in coming years. 

“My grandfather once wrote 
newspaper editorials on a 
drought,” he said. “He pointed 
out that after the drought of 1894 
there had been good crops in 1895, 
1S96 and 1897.” 

Asked what long term plans 
could be made to offset droughts, 
Wallace said “every normal gran¬ 
ary" to store surplus crops during 
good years should be worked out. 
This would take “some legisla¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Fears Shortest Crop 

He asserted the “drastic thing 1 
of the moment” was whether 
“there would be widespread rains 
in the corn belt” to save part of 
the present corn crop. 

Unless there are rains, he said 
the crop may be the smallest since 
1881, falling short of the 1934 
drought crop of 1,386,000,000 
bushels. A normal crop was 
2,550,000,000 bushels, he added. 

SOIL PAYMENTS 
TO 8E TAXED 

WASHINGTON. UP) The treas¬ 
ury has ruled that payments re¬ 
ceived by farmers from the gov¬ 
ernment under the soil conserva¬ 
tion act would be subject to the | 
federal income tax. In a state¬ 
ment it said: 

“Payments or grants made by 
the secretary of agriculture to 
agricultural producers, including 
tenants and share-croppers . . . 
constitute taxable income to the 
recipients for federal income tax ] 
purposes.” 

In another ruling the treasury 
said that bond losses of banks or 
other corporations, when found by 
proper authorities, could be de¬ 
ducted as “bad debts" in income j 
tax returns.

UP)—Jay Nor- 
j wood Darling' "Ding,’’ to the fol¬ 
lowers of his cartoons, has been 
the “Peck's Bad Boy” of the 
Roosevelt administration during 
his two years as chief of the bio¬ 
logical survey. 

He has upset all forms of gov¬ 
ernmental procedure and bowled 
over opposition like an All-Amer¬ 
ica back. He was a member of 
the Republican national committee 
and of the Hoover nominating 
committee in 1932, then served in 
a Democratic administration as 
head of one of its principal gov¬ 
ernmental bureaus. 

Reorganized Bureau 

"Ding" took the job, he says, 
because he saw an opportunity to 
give the nation’s wildlife a new 
lease on its old haunts and breed¬ 
ing grounds while spending some 
of the government’s relief billions 
to provide jobs for the unem¬ 
ployed. 

Once in office, he reorganized- 
his bureau completely. He put ir> 
his strong bid for federal funds, 
equipment and men, with the ul¬ 
timate aim of reclaiming for wild¬ 
life some of its natural breeding 
and nesting areas and providing a 
multitude of preserves and refu¬ 
ges where they would he safe 
from hunters’ guns. 

Can Swear Eloquently 

"Ding" is 63 years old, weighs 
165 pounds, is 5 feet 10 inches 
tall, smokes cigarettes incessantly, 
can swear eloquently anl vigorous¬ 
ly on occasion, was once kicked 
out of college for drawing car¬ 
toons of faculty members, loves 
to hunt and fish and accordingly 
has been an agitator for wildlife 
conservation for 30 years, collects j 
fine books and is an expert ama¬ 
teur gardener. 

He paints in oil or water color 
and makes fine etchings on an old 
stereotyping press as well as he 
draws cartoons and can sketch 
with either hand, having learned 
to draw with his left after his 
right became temporarily para¬ 
lyzed about 10 years ago as the 
delayed result of a boyhood acci¬ 
dent.

Marcan testified that all 13 
defendants were at the grove, but 
on cross-examination said he could 
not remember the faces. 

Panel Exhausted 

Selection of a jury was accom¬ 
plished unexpectedly at 2:30 p. m. 
yesterday, after Defense Counsel 
Clarence Rust had exercised 40 
rhallenges, and the district at¬ 
torney two. Judge James L. Allen, 
presiding judge, dismissed three 
jurors as having prejudice. 

On the previous day, when the 
trial opened, challenges exhausted 
the original panel, with the ex¬ 
ception of 12 persons in the jury 
box, and 40 more were summoned 
yesterday.

Steel Firm Installs Huge 
Continuous Rolling Mill 


BUFFALO. N. Y. UP) A $20,- 
000,000 continuous mill, with an 
electrical control system that 
makes almost automatic its rolling 
strip-sheet steel, has been placed 
in operation by the Bethlehem 
Steel company. 

Mechanical speed and efficiency 
dominate the mill which, in one 
unbroken operation, can transform 
a white hot slab of steel into a 
long, thin strip in about two min¬ 
utes. 

No man need lift a hand during 
the operation, except to pull a 
switch or adjust a control. 

The mill occupies 22 acres of 
floor space near the main plant in 
Lackawanna and has an estimated 
annual capacity of 600,000 tons of 
hot and cold rolled strip-sheet. 

Eugene C. Grace, president, de¬ 
scribed it as tlie largest and most 
important enterprise of the com¬ 
pany in recent years. 

Until recent years hot rolling 
was slow'. Mon spent hours pass¬ 


ing sheets hack and forth for nu¬ 
merous rollings in the same mill. 
Reheatings were necessary. 

The new unit raises the steel 
industry’s continuous mill capacity 
to 8,500,000 tons annually.

Hair care is cheap. It takes lit* 
' tie besides time and a good hair 
brush. Massage the scalp two or 
three times a week to keep it 
loose, flexible and well-nourished. 
Use rotary movements, beginnintr 
at the nape of the neck, pressing 
firmly with the fingertips and 
then working around the hairline 
and finally from the hairline up to 
the crown of the head. Extreme 
conditions of oiliness or dryness 
are improved by massage every 
night. 

Brush your hair twice daily. 
You cannot give your hair a few 
swift brush strokes over the sur¬ 
face and expect it to do any good. 
Divide your hair into strands and 
brush each one from the scalp out 
to the end with vigorous upward 
and outward strokes. The better 
your brush, the better your brush¬ 
ing. so do not hesitate to invest in 
a good brush with long, firm bris¬ 
tles that will really penetrate to 
your scalp and exercise your hair. 

When you shampoo, do not 
skimp on soap. There are many 
inexpensive shampoo preparations, 
but if you want to make your own, 
shave a cake of castile soap—or 
your favorite toilet soap—into a 
pint of boiling water and keep in 
a hot place until the soap takes 
on a jelly-like consistency. Beat 
about two-thirds of a cup of this 
soap jelly into the beaten white of 
an egg and use for your shampoo. 
Three soapings are needed to 
thoroughly cleanse your hair. Al¬ 
ways rinse with a hand spray to 
remove as much of the soap as 
possible. Finish with a cool rinse 
and lemon juice, vinegar or a spe¬ 
cial preparation to remove the 
soap curd that clings to your hair 
after the most careful rinsing. 

Remove as much of the water 
as possible with a heavy towel, 
then massage your scalp with 
your fingertips, tossing the hair in 
the fresh air or sun until it is 
thoroughly dry. Then dampen the 
surface again and set your waves.

LONDON. (JPi- Public perform¬ 
ance of a record containing per¬ 
sonal congratulations by Queen 
Victoria to the late Emperor 
Menelik of Abyssinia, on his at¬ 
taining independent sovereignty, 
has reportedly been banned by 
high official quarters because of 
possible political repercussions. 

Made more than 40 years ago. 
the record, mildewed and covered 
with fungus, was recently found 
with a number of other old cylin¬ 
ders by a member of the Edison- 
Bell firm, pioneers in the phono¬ 
graph industry. 

Its identity was at first doubted, 
but the official quarters which 
now ban it proved its authenticity. 

Two copies of the record were 
made. One was taken by Baron 
Rennell of Rodd to Abyssinia. 
Queen Victoria ordered the other 
destroyed, but a duplicate was pre¬ 
served in case the copy intended 
for Menelik went astray. 

By re-recording this duplicate 
record has been amplified and 
clarified and was to have been 
broadcast before the official ban 
was placed upon it. 

Other voice-cylinders discovered 
were those of General Booth, 
Prince Louis Napoleon, Lord Rose- 
berry and William Ewart Glad¬ 
stone.

Test Camp 
Site, Water 
and Milk 


By CLAUD CHRISM AN, M.D. 

Each year, more and more fam¬ 
ilies are leaving their homes, and 
going camping for a vacation. It 
is a national habit that has done 
much toward keeping us in good 
health and proper mental balance. 

A sensible camping trip will be 
of great benefit, but a foolish one 
will leave you in worse condition 
than if you had remained at home 

If you intend to stay in cottages 
or tents, precautions should be 
taken for protecting your health. 
It is quite difficult to make a tent 
comfortable and safe for city folks 
who are not used to roughing it. 
They are always damp in wet 
weather and hugs, flies, and mos¬ 
quitoes are almost impossible to 
keep out. 

Most camps are situated beside 
a stream or lake. To most persons 
it does not seem like a camp un¬ 
less water is close. You may not 
-are to fish or go boating, hut you 
want to see it. 

If you have small children, great 
rare should be taken in the loca¬ 
tion of the camp. There should 
not he deep water too close to 
shore or you “won’t have a mo¬ 
ment's peace.” Shallow water 
should be smooth and sandy on 
the bottom, not muddy or covered 
with stones, logs, or broken glass. 
Very serious injury ran be re¬ 
ceived by slipping on a sharp 
stone or broken bottles. A mud 
bottom is not only uncomfortable 
and dirty, but may harbor leeches 
and other bugs The water in the 
stream nr lake should be examined 
by a chemist to determine the 
presence of any contamination 
such as typhoid fever or plain 
filth. 

When children or grown folks 
are playing in the water or swim¬ 
ming, they swallow much water 
and so many develop fever or 
dysentery. The drinking water 
supply should also be made safe. 
Many of our state and county 
health associations examine the 
water at all public resorts and 
give a certificate of purity or 
warn against impurity. 

While touring or camping, re¬ 
member, do not drink strange or 
untested water.

PORCH PARTY PUNCHES 

Summer evenings the world over 
finds us on cool shaded verandahs, 
enjoying the last lingering rays of 
the sun, and later on that de¬ 
licious coolness that comes with 
summer nights. The tinkling of 
lced-filled glasses and the gay 
rhatter—there's no sort of party 
more fun than porch parties! And 
how the crowd does gather around 
the. punch bowl. It's the contents 
of the punch bowl that we're go¬ 
ing to talk about today. But first 
of all some practical hints that 
apply to any iced drink, and may 
help to simplify their making. 

First of all, it's a good idea to 
have all the materials very cold— 
so that the minimum of ice is re¬ 
quired. And that means both 
economy and less dilution. When 
warm ingredients are used, we 
have to make allowance for the 
water content of the ice. If we 
are using a variety of fruit juices 
we can dilute it more than when 
there are only one or two. Canned 
fruit juice is a great help, and at 
least one can should always be 
kept In the refrigerator. Carbo¬ 
nated water adds zest to any 
punch, and it should be added at 
the last moment, so as not to lose 
its sparkle. 

Use Simple Syrup 

Then it's a saving of time to 
have a jar of simple syrup on hand 
—1 cup of sugar boiled 5 minutes 
with a cup of water. This makes 
a smoother drink than granulated 
sugar. When boiling sugar and 
water for a large quantity of 
punch, follow the same propor¬ 
tions, and cook along with the 
syrup, a bit of lemon or orange 
rind, a little fresh mint, if you 
have it In your garden, or cucum¬ 
ber rind. Grapefruit rinds are too 
bitter to use, but the mint and 
cucumber, orange and lemon, build 
up the flavor, and don't affect the 
cost. For variety’s sake we may 
use honey, too, instead of sugar 
for it gives quite a different flavor. 

And now for porch party punch¬ 
es. First of all, Citrus Fruit 
Punch. As a base for any fruit 
punch, we use one lemon, one or¬ 
ange, and one grapefruit. This 
will average one cup in volume and 
gives a delicious flavor. To this 
We may add a cup of any other 
fruit juice and then sweeten it to 
taste. Seedless grapes, split In 
two, are a delightful garnish for 
this punch. Personally. I think 
there's no punch quite so easy to 
make as Sherbet Punch. It’s so 
deliciously refreshing, and can be 
made for two as easily as for 10 
Or 20 . 

And here's how to make them. 
For each person allow a heaping 
big tablespoon of sherbet, or ice 
cream in a glass, and over It pour 
fruit juice. Stir vigorously to 
blend the flavors and melt the 
sherbet. Then add about the same 
amount of carbonated water as 
fruit juice. And sherbet, of 
course, does away with the neces¬ 
sity of using ice. Some delicious 
combinations that I suggest you 
try are: 

Orange juice, with pineapple 
Iherbst and carbonated water. 

Cider, with lemon sherbet and 
carbonated water. 

Grapefruit juice with mint sher¬ 
bet and carbonated water. 

Cold coffee with vanilla ice 
cream. 

Spiced Tea Punch 

Spiced tea punch is a freshening 
drink, not too sweet, and it's an 
easy one to make as a base in 
party proportions. Spice the su¬ 
gar syrup with cinnamon, cloves 
and ginger. For still more flavor 
we may add orange and lemon 
Juice, and for sparkle a dash of 
carbonated water. 

Another quick punch is made 
with currant Jelly. We don't have 
to wait till currant season for th\s 
one, nor do we need any sugar. 
Combined with youngberry or 
raspberry shrub, and a little speck 
of cucumber rind, it takes on the 
loveliest flavor! Cucumber rind, 
used sparingly, gives a surprising¬ 
ly bite to a fruit cup. In England 
they used it in Claret Cup to take 
the place of that sweet herb—bor¬ 
age. And now for an old-fash- 
ibned practical recipe. Raspberry 


Shrub, or perhaps some of us re- 
i member it as Raspberry Vinegar. 

I This one is simplicity itself to 
| make,—as simple as its four in¬ 
gredients, raspberries, sugar, vine¬ 
gar, and water. Although we 
spread the making of It over a 
two-day period, the actual time 
and attention it takes is very lit- . 
tie. In the days of our grand¬ 
mothers it was used to tempt the 
appetites of invalids. And it cer¬ 
tainly is tempting with its ruby 
red sparkle and its good flavor. It j 


cuts down on the lemons, too, j 


| when we're using it as a punch 
base! By itself, diluted with ice 
! water, it is a delightful summer- 
! time drink. 

Raspberry Shrub 

4 quarts rip* raspberries

Nickel in Slot Parking May 
Solve Puzzle For Santa Ana

One of these fine days, if Santa i 
Ana follows the modern trend, 
downtown parking will be metered, I 
just as gas, electricity and water 1 
is metered. 

Councilman Ernest Layton, who 
as street commissioner has studied 
the parking problem here during j 
the past three years, told The I 
Journal today that he has been 
gathering data on parking meters j 
such as are used in Oklahoma City, 
Dallas and El Paso. And he’s in¬ 
terested in the machines. 

Flag Goes Up 

The parking meter is a device 
installed at the curb and reaching 
nearly shoulder high. A parking 
motorist drops a nickel into it and 
pushes down a red flag After an 
hour the flag flies up. Some 
meters use lights instead of flags. 

When the policeman comes 
along and sees the' flag up, he 
knows the motorist has over¬ 
parked and issues a citation. Tho 
last coin placed in the meter 
shows, so that if the officer sees 
a slug in the machine he knows 
who placed it there. And that, of 
course, would be an offense. 

Meters Praised 

Councilman Layton said further 
consideration of meters will have 
to wait until a test case estab¬ 
lishes their legality, but that let- 
te’s from officials of eight or 10 
cities which are using meters 
show them to be of great benefit 
Officials in those cities said there 
was a storm of protest when the 
meters were first installed, hut 
that after a short time both mer¬ 
chants and motorists praised the 
system. It meant easy access to 
parking places for shoppers who 
previously toured block after block 
looking for a space, spent more 
than a nickel in a parking lot, or 
parked out of the busy district 
and walked to their destination, 
Layton said. 

That made shoppers happy, and 1 
there’s nothing a merchant likes 
better than happy shoppers 
How About Change? 

Dallas already has 1000 of the 
machines and is installing 500 
more on Ihe petition of merchants. 
Kurt Worth is installing 050. San 
Diego is the latest city to adopt 
the devices, and soon will install 
them in the business district. 

Of course there’s the problem 
of tile shopper who arrives with 
only a $10 hill in her purse. May¬ 
be officers will carry change ma¬ 
chine's on their belts, like street 
i ar conductors. 

When a motorist has deposited 
a nickel and spends only a few 
minutes in the parking place, the 
remainder of the hour is left for 
someone else to use, so that not. 
every parker will have to pay 
Cost of Machines 
Councilmcn, chamber of com¬ 
merce members and others who 
have studied the narking problem 


That would cost 8 cents a day, 
and would be inconvenient. Then 
every once in a while he’d forget 
to go out, and he'd get a ticket. 

Keep Cars Moving 

“But a woman could pay a pen¬ 
ny to park to shop in one district, 
and rather than walk clear across 
t own,^ won id drive over and spend 
another penny.” 

He felt, he said, that the penny 
idea would be nearly as effective 
as the usual nickel fee in keeping 
traffic moving and parking spaces 
available, but would avoid some of 
the objectionable features. Ma¬ 
chines either could be purchased 
outright by the city, or by special 
arrangement for a franchise over 
a period of years. And "penny 
parking” would advertise Santa 
Ana. 

While courts have not deter¬ 
mined finally for California the 
legality of parking meters, they 
have been approved in other 
states. City Attorney Dayton L. 
Ault of San Diego found them le¬ 
gal. He said tile streets belong 
to the city, and people can pass to 
and fro in vehicles and stop to 
load and unload without charge. 
Bufc 111 use the streets/or private 
purposes beyond reasonable load¬ 
ing and unloading time, citizens 
can be required to pay. he said.

total of our bank loans and our federal debt.” He adds: 

“The fact is that we. the American public, owe both 
our federal government’s debt and the total of all bank 
loans. In the end we pay for both. This point is so im¬ 
portant that it is worth lingering over with some care. 

“The man who owes nothing at his bank is apt to balk 
at the idea that he and his neighbors really owe the debts 
of other people at their banks. But the fact remains that 
he helps to pay both the interest and the principal on 
those loans. The furniture maker who borrows money 
at his bank includes the interest charge on his loan as 
part of the manufacturing cost. When we buy a chair 
from him, we pay a high enough price to cover the cost 
of his materials and labor, the repayment of a share of 
his loan, and the cost of the interest on that loan—all this 
in addition to something for his own profit. 

“As we are also paying the salaries of his employes, 
we are even providing the funds with which those em¬ 
ployes buy radios on the loan or installment plan. Thus, 
from top to bottom, the buying public ultimately pays 
both interest and principal on all the bank loans of the 
country. It is an invisible levy, but just as inexorable 
as the visible and more painful taxes. Bank loans are 
an intimate part of our aggregate national indebtedness.”

On that 
debt we were paying interest at the rate of about 3 per 
cent—or, 990 millions a year.

In 1929, we owed the banks 36 billions, on which 
we were paying 6 per cent interest—more than two bil¬ 
lions interest a year. 

And in 1935 this bank loan total had dropped to 15 bil¬ 
lions—and the annual interest charge to 5 per cent, or 
only about three-quarters of a billion a year.

A recent act by the state legis¬ 
lature, making it an offense for a 
driver of an automobile or a mot¬ 
orcycle rider not to stop after 
striking a pedestrian, was declared 
unconstitutional yesterday by 
Judge B. F. Bledsoe of the San 
Bernardino superior court. The 
judge ruled it was unconstitu¬ 
tional because it applied only to 
operators of motor vehicles. 


Adding these two sets of figures together, here is 
what had happened. Our government debt had risen 
17 billions, but our bank load had fallen 21 billions, 
leaving us four billions better off. 

From the standpoint of carrying charges, we had 
done still better. For the total interest load had shrunk 
from $2,838,000,000 in the “good old days” of ’29 to 
$1,740,000,000 in 1935. This is more than a billion dol¬ 
lars a year LESS for the people to pay. 

It is true that at the same time our national income 
had declined. In 1929 it was estimated at 78 billions. 
Out of that sum, we thus paid 3.6 per cent in interest 
costs. 

In 1935, it is estimated, the national income was 54 
billions, out of which total we paid 3.19 per cent out in 
interest.

While Mr. Skinner’s figures show that we should not 
t>e alarmed over the present fiscal condition of the nation 
as a whole, they reveal most glaringly that the national 
government has been running head over heels into debt 
while private business, which deals through the banks, 
has been practicing economy and putting its house in 
order. 

The government has more than doubled its share of 
the public debt, running it up to 17 billion dollars, with 
the result that practically all the savings of private in¬ 
dustry have been absorbed at Washington. Of course, 
this money has been used for many important things. 

Of this 17 billion dollar increase, some four billions 
will be paid back by banks, railroads, insurance com¬ 
panies, farmers, home owners and others to whom the 
government in turn lent it. The remaining 13 billion 
dollars provided many good things, too. Much of it went 
for relief—public works, school buildings, roads, parks, 
CWA, PWA, WPA, doles, CCC, reforestation, flood con¬ 
trol dams, and a start toward cheaper power. In addition 
the money did a lot to keep alive human morale and hope 
during the worst days of the depression, and to prevent 
starvation. 

But the fact remains that the public will never get 
out of debt and free from interest payments if the gov¬ 
ernment contracts new debts just as fast as private indus¬ 
try pays off old ones. Think how much better off we 
would be financially today, if the New Deal had been 
able to bring about its benefits without boosting the gov¬ 
ernment debt so high. 

And there’s another point, too. The debts which the 
federal government contracts go largely to non-productive 
uses. They do not, as a rule, create more real wealth. 
Whereas, the great part of the bank loans to private indus¬ 
try are for the purpose of producing real wealth in the 
form of crops, manufactured articles, homes, factories 
and so forth.
